rinoinnati. O., .Tune 24. — The Merchants’ 
Stakes, worth $2,190 to the winner, was won at 
Latonia today by W. H. Baker’s I.iidy Rotha, which 
showed vastly iniprovtsl form this afternoon as 
compared with iier re<-eut races and beat Em- 
broider.v. after leading for nearly the entire way. 
tirover lluglies landed in third plate and by fin- 
ishing fourth Hank O’liay saved liis entrance and 
starting fees. Uidy Botha was entered to be sold 
for $700 and owner Arthur B. Hancock who came 
down from Ia*xington to ste his filly Embroidery 
run, ndvanted laidy Kotiia by $.">00 bids to $2,500. 
(•rover Baker, part owner of the winner, tlien bid 
$2,900 at which price she was knocked down to 
him. 

1 leusant conditions prevailed here this afternoon 
and the attendance rivaled that of Derby Day. 
The speculation was also of record proimrtions. 
Some of the siiectators were late arrivals, due to 
their participation in or desire to witness Cincin- 
nati’s monster prei>aredness parade, in which nearly 
00.000 persons took part. 

While the stake race was regarded as the stellar 
number, because of its monetary value, the race 
that drew tlie most interest was tlie third race, 
in which Franklin, Waterblossom and Ed Crump 
were tlie starters. Seldom has su<di enthusiasm 
as attended its running lieen witnessed at this 
track and Franktin, tlie winner, was clieered lustily 
after wearing Waterblossom down and again on his 
return to tlie scales. His performance was a 
sparkler, for he was away poorl.v and barely es- 
ca|ied getting caught in the barrier, while the 
McDowell filly had a good advantage at the start. 
Slie showed externie siie«?d. but the tliree- year-old 
went after her resolutely and, after a terrific drive, 
managed to overhaul her in the last eighth and win 
by a lialf length. Ed Crump, wliile close up all 
the way, was outpaced by the others after going 
the first eighth. 

The sport began with an upset when Velvet Joe 
got up to l>eat I.riidy Ivan in the oiiener. It was 
the first time that Velvet Joe has displayed his 
true form and he indicati-d that he is a good colt 
by the imnressive fashion in wliich he won. 

Tlie Baker stable made it a double when the 
crack colt Frigerio just managed to outstay America. 
Beldom has tliere bwii a gaiiiiT »‘xhibition than that 
shown by the colt in resiamding to terrific punish- 
ment. He was under a hard drive throughout the 
last quarter, .\merica being but a head ladiind him. 

The intended meeting of the Kentucky State Rac- 
ing t’ommission today did not take ijlace on ac- 
count of the failure of a <juorum to lie on hand.

FRIAR ROCK’S BROOKLYN HANDICAP. 



Mr. Belmont’s Colt Runs a Remarkable Race in 
Defeating Crack Older Horses. 



Xew York, June 24. — Before a crowd so dense 
that locomotion in any part of the grounds except 
the infield was dilTicult. August Belmont’s good 
three-year-<dd. Friar Rm-k, won the Brooklyn 
ilaiidicap at Aqueduct today and rcnliiced tlie track 
record by tlinn-- fifths of a second. It is estimated 
20,000 liersons were in attendam-e. 

The horses had no sooner reached the starter 
than they were dispatched and Sand Marsh took 
a flying lead on the sei-ond division, which consist- 
ed of Peiimint, Sliimlier II., Churchill and Achieve- 
ment. Friar Rock was four lengths liehiiid the 
leaders in the first eighth and Short Grass a bad 
last. Tliere was no change in positions until 
rounding the turn for home, except that Friar 
Ruck had <-losed up groiiml and had joined tlie 
leaders. Half way down the stretch Sand Marsh 
tired and I’ennaiit, Slumber II. and Roanier moved 
into prominent contention. Ever.v jockey went to 
the whip ill the last eighth and Pennant ap|H>ared 
like the winner when a sixte«*nth out. Roamer 
was done at that, point. Out of the scramble 
came Friar Rm-k in the last hundred yards and 
chullenging Pennant, got up to win in the most 
sensationul manner. Considering that Pennant 
hud not iH-en out for two years he ran a remarka 
ble race, as did the winner, wlilch at one time 
was easilj' ten lengths liehind the leaders. The 
time was also remarkable, the first three-quar 
ters lieing run in 1:11 and the mile in 1:37^.

B|ieculutiuii was of immense proportions during 
the afternoon, the lawn being crowded to capacity 
"Friar Ro<-k’s victory is naturally most pleas 
ing,” said Mr. Belmont, after the finish of the 
Brmiklyu Handicap, as he made his way to the 
paddu<-k to see the colt co<iled out. “I must con 
fess that I was prejudiced against him as a two 
year-old because -k his unattractive neck and 
shftulders. Tlien, too, he had a half-sister tha 
showed bail temper and that liel]M-d some. But he 
bus improved marvelously this season, and he will 
go to the Xursery Stud when he is tliniugh with 
racing. He is of the size that I like best in : 
race horse, 15.3 to 16 hands and he has that bal 
ance which all gmsl race horses should possess 
He lepKsents my ideal in lilmMl lines and the 
$1K,000 I paid for his dam was money well spent 
Blie' has pro«Iuc«*d me some gotsl horses.” 

Harry Payne Whitney was loud in his praise of 
Friar Ro«-k," but had a good word for Pennant and 
trainer Rowe.

Chicago is to have horse racing again. While 
that has been promised for several weeks, only 
those in the Illinois Jockey Club know just how 
strong Chicago is for a revival of the siiort. Now, 
for the first time, the club, through its secretary - 
treasurer, Eugene V. Beifeld, announces the names 
of the men, who have lent their names and their 
mone.v to the movement, on condition tliat the 
meeting at Hawthorne Park from July 15 to 29. 
inclusive, will lie conducted without betting. Many 
of the biggest men in town have subscribed to the 
meeting and the success of racing in Illinois, even 
without lietting, is assured. 

When it was first announced that the Illinois 
Jocke.v Club had been organized for the puriiose 
of putting the race horse back on his throne in 
this state and that the club had leased from 
om Carey, one of the local pioneers of the siiort. 
his Hawthorne race track, there were many who 
protested and others who declared that inasmuch 
as it was the general opinion that racing could 
not lie conducted successfully without betting, that 
there was something “under cover” in this move- 
ment. 

When such men as C. K. G. Billings, of the 
Peoples Gas Light and Coke Company and other 
coiqioratlons ; Samuel Insull of the Commonwealth 
Mison Company: J. Ogden Armour of Armour 

and Company; Frank Froehling of Froehling and 
Heppe; Edward S. Moore, son of Judge William 
. Moore of railway and blue ribbon horse show 
lime; Olive Runnells, vice president of the Pull- 
man Palace (’ar ('o. ; James A. Pugh of the Pugh 
Vrmiual Warehouse Company; Joseph Beifeld of 
the Hotel Sherman and otliers get behind the move- 
ment. the public may rest assured that the sport 
will be <-onducted as it should be. 

During the inaugural meeting there will be three 
stake races run in the course of its thirteen days 
of racing and the entries will close on Jul.v 1 with 
i pi-omise of about 400 horses at the track for the 
meeting. Six races a day is the schedule, and on 
the first day the American Derby, the last one of 
which was run during the last meeting at Wash- 
ington Park in 1904, will be revived witli a guar- 
inteed value of $10,000 as the main incentive to 
rac<» horse owners. The distance of the Derby will 
lie a mile and a quarter and the race will be for 
three-year-olds. On a date to be i»et later there 
will be the Chicago Merchants’ Handicap for three- 
year-olds and over, with $1,200 added, 'i'liis rac-e 
"will be for three-quarters. 'riie club also has 
offered the Illinois Jockey Club Gold Cup Haudica]) 
of a mile and a sixteenth. This will have $2,000 
added and is for three -year -olds and over. In addi- 
ti<in to tlie regular daily purses, overnight prizes 
will include cash and cups given by Chicago business 
men. 

Capt. Thomas J. Clay, of I.«xington, Ky., has 
been engaged as the presiding judge and James F 
Milton as starter. 

Before Martin Xathanson, racing secretary, de- 
parted for Cincinnati to arrange for entries, he de- 
clared tliat during his stay in Montreal he had ^- 
ceived promises of some seventy-flve horses which 
will be shipp<‘d to Chicago in time for the meet- 
ing. Most of these will be sent here after the 
Fort Erie meeting. There Is every iiromise of a 
large number of horses from I^atonia, which closes 
July 11. After his stay in tlie Ohio city Mr. Xatli 
aiisoii proposes to go to Xew York to visit the 
Belmont and other stables for entries, esiiecially 
for the Anieri<-an Derby. 

Officials of tlie Illinois Jockey Club declare that 
with proiier public approval and supiKirt there will 
lie no trouble in conducting racing at a iirofit.
